These  guards  are  made  to  set  in  sockets  (which  are  furnished  with  them),  so  they 
can  be  placed  on  the  windows  at  night  and  taken  off  during  the  day  if  desired,  but 
as  they  do  not  obstruct  the  view,  they  are  generally  left  on,  except  when  washing 
windows.  We  also  attach  a  hasp  at  the  bottom  of  guard,  by  which  they  can  be 
locked  with  a  padlock,  making  it  perfectly  secure  from  thieves.  They  are  painted 
green,  with  the  pickets  on  top  gold  bronzed. 

NOTICE  —  Engravings  A  and  B  show  the  sockets  that  we  send  with  No.  7 
guards.  In  sending  sizes,  always  state  whether  you  have  taken  measures  for  guards 
to  go  on  outside  face  of  window  frame,  as  shown  in  B,  or  between,  as  shown  in  A.

Directions  for  Putting  Up  Crestings 

Put  1-inch  blocks,  3  inches  square,  every  2  or  3  feet  apart,  and  have  them  tinned  over  to  prevent  leaking;  then  nail 
on  top  of  them  I -inch  strips,  3  inches  wide,  and  set  the  cresting  on  it.  If  there  is  a  pitch  to  the  roof,  the  blocks  and 
strips  can  be  beveled  off,  so  as  to  make  it  level.  For  the  ridge,  a  3-inch  strip  can  be  nailed  down  and  the  cresting  set 
on  that  —  this  is  the  way  it  is  generally  used;  or  the  cresting  can  be  made  with  pitched  feet,  to  go  either  side  of  the 
ridge,  costing  I  3  cents  per  foot  extra.  All  ridges  should  be  finished  off  with  the  top  strip  flattened  about  2  inches,  then 
the  ordinary  cresting  can  be  used.
